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PLANS to build a medical centre 
aimed at providing post-operation 
care for OAPs and easing pressure on 
the William Harvey Hospital are 
being held up by a wrangle over land. 

Hyten Services wants to build a £5 million inter¬ 
mediate care centre on land close to the hospital 
which it claims will ease the financial burden cur¬ 
rently on the health service. 

It would also create more than 100 jobs. 

But it is currently in limbo as neighbouring 
landowners dispute the siting of a road required 
to access the proposed new centre. 

Hyten’s Ernest Thwaite told Yourashford: “Two 
years ago I got planning permission to build an 
88-bed centre which would employ around 120 
people. 

“The advantage of this centre is that we could 
provide the care that people need but at a much 
lower cost than the main hospital. 

“But the delays we have now encountered are 
very frustrating. I’m ready to start work on this 
tomorrow. The hold-up relates to the road which 
will cut across land owned by others.” 

The centre would provide support and care for 
OAPs after surgery. 

Mr Thwaite says the multi-million pound cen¬ 
tre would also help to reduce ‘bed-blocking’ prob¬ 
lems encountered at the hospital which sees 
patients unable to care for themselves remain on 
wards. 

The lack of beds was highlighted just last week 
when the hospital came close to capacity. 

The centre would accommodate patients whose

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Be aware of 
drink danger 
this Yuletide

A CAMPAIGN urging rev¬ 
ellers to celebrate Christmas 
and the New Year safely has 
been launched by police. 

Targeted primarily at young people 
who intend to mark the festive sea¬ 
son and turning of the year with 
heavy drinking sessions, it is looking 
to warn of the possible dangers lurk¬ 
ing behind too much alcohol. 

It includes a mock leaflet showing 
the attractions of Ashford police sta¬ 
tion as a hotel for the night. 

David Griffiths police licensing and 
enforcement officer for Ashford police 
said: ‘We are highlighting the need 
to take stronger responsibility for 
your own actions and also about the 
consequences of drinking too much.” 

The campaign - part of the county¬ 
wide Safer Winter project - tries to 
highlight the negative side of drink 
to image-conscious young men and 
women. 

Mr Griffiths said: “It’s good to have 
a drink with your friends and have a 
good time, but over-indulging can 
lead to stupid things happening and 
younger people looking foolish.” 

Mr Griffiths said police were par¬ 
ticularly concerned about the effect 
too much drink was having on young 
women. 

He said: “We are very concerned 
with females at the moment; there 
does seem to be a bit of a trend of 
them drinking more. Young women 
can make themselves very vulnera¬ 
ble if they leave a night club drunk.” 

The campaign is being backed by 
local pubs and bars in the town. 

Tom Dixon, owner of the George 
Hotel and chairman of Pubwatch, 
said: “The image conscious campaign 
is a very hard hitting one that I think 
will shock people. 

“One too many can turn you over 
the edge. This is when people make 
rash decisions. Something that may 
seem funny can lead to some tragic

endings for people.” 

Mr Griffiths said Ashford was gen¬ 
erally a safe place at Christmas com¬ 
pared to many towns. 

He said: “Ashford’s problems in this 
area are not particularly bad, I think 
this is partly to do with the work 
done by community safety officers 
during the rest of the year.” 

He also highlighted areas where 
people should take care. 

He said: “If you are with a group of 
friends people generally look after 
each other but you should be aware 
of how much you are drinking. 
Organise a taxi for when you leave 
and keep in the group that you 
know.”

care would be paid for by the primary 
care trust as well as some private 
patients. Mr Thwaite said it would 
also take patients referred to it by 
social services. 

He said: “The building could not 
proceed straight away because we 
had to wait until the work at junction 
10 of the M20 had finished. But now 
that is complete we should be able to 
go ahead.” 

Other parties involved with the 
land include the private health care 
company Netcare which wants to 
build a 50-bed hospital on the land 
and local property firm Hinxhill 
Estate. 

Mr Thwaite said: “We all have to 
agree to a land swap between Netcare 
and the William Harvey Hospital and 
agree to the building of the road. 

“People say we want these things 
built and then nothing happens.” 

Cllr Jane Marriott chair of the plan¬ 
ning committee said: “Land ownership 
can cause problems. There may be 
access issues that the parties involved 
have to work out themselves. 
Unfortunately sometimes these prob¬ 
lems can be insurmountable.” 

Gareth Williams, trustee of the 
Hinxhill Estate said: ‘We sold the 
land five years ago to a developer 
working in tandem with the hospital. 
At that time there were certain obli¬ 
gations in the deal for a road, 
amongst other things. We are just 
waiting for those original obligations 
to be fulfilled. 

‘We want the project to go ahead.” 

Netcare and the William Harvey 
hospital failed to comment when con¬ 
tacted.

Support grows 
for ambitious 
futuristic railway

PROPOSALS for a multi-million 
pound state-of-the-art monorail are 
picking up speed after local MP 
Damian Green and town business 
chiefs gave it their blessing. 

But all were united in agreeing the costs of 
the futuristic project must be made to add up 
before any agreement will be signed to allow 
construction to begin. 

Yet some say it would be the perfect tonic 
to allow the town to put behind it the 
disappointment of the cut in Eurostar services 
from the international station. 

The Ashford Construction Focus Group 
recently presented proposals to the council for 
the monorail scheme which would link the 
Designer Outlet centre with the town centre. 

However, the ambitious scheme would cost 
between £2m to £10m per kilometre to 
build. A feasibility study alone will cost 
between £80,000-150,000 according to the 
focus group. 

Mr Green told Yourashford: “It is something

that will divide local opinion as all big propos¬ 
als do, but it is an imaginative project and I 
welcome anything that is inventive and that 
would help to put Ashford on the map. 

“Ashford needs these type of landmark proj¬ 
ects that will draw people from further afield. 

“The construction of such a scheme is expen¬ 
sive and we would have to be absolutely clear 
about the cost and the financial viability of the 
project before we went ahead.” 

Richard Lavender, chairman of the economic 
development group of the Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, which represents businesses in the 
borough, said they were behind the scheme 


“100 per cent” and were now awaiting a feasi¬ 
bility study report. 

He said: “The scheme makes a lot of sense 
because we will not have a lot of space for park¬ 
ing once the town centre is pedestrianised. 

“This is something that we need to embrace 
for the future of the town. We need to put things 
like losing Eurostar behind us.” 

Jo James from the Chamber added: ‘We need 
something that will help to create an identity 
for Ashford. We don’t have obvious attractions 
such as the cathedral in Canterbury.” 

Proposals are still at an early stage and at 
present no public consultation has taken place.

Grazing habits will help protect nature reserve 


Horses to 
roam free 
at fenland 


A HERD of wild horses has been 
released to roam on a nature 
reserve near Sellindge this week, 
as part of an innovative project to 
maintain threatened fenland. 

The scheme, run by the Wildwood Trust and 
White Cliffs Countryside Project, will see a 
small herd of wild horses released at the 
Gibbons Brook nature reserve off Brook Lane. 

The Konik horses are closely related to the 
now extinct Tarpan breed from which all 
modern-day horses have evolved. 

The animals are uniquely adapted to deal 
with the demanding fenland on which they 
will be placed. 

The nature reserve is one of only three fen¬ 
land sites left in the county. It is hoped the 
horses, through natural grazing, will maintain 
the fenland which is threatened by scrub 
encroachment and encourage more biodiversi¬ 
ty on the land.

Martyn Nicholls from the Kent-based 
Wildwood Trust said: “Initially, we have 
released five horses onto the site. These are 
amazing animals we and the Kent Wildlife 
Trust have imported from Holland and which 
we have successfully bred at other sites.” 

Mr Nicholls said that the breed had a 
similar relationship to modem horses as the 
wolf has to dogs. 

He said: “These are very similar to the 
horses the Mongol hordes would have ridden 
across the plains of Russia. They would have 
roamed Britain in prehistoric times.” 

A similar scheme was launched in recent 
months on the North Kent coast, when horses 
were released on to the South Swale nature 
reserve for a similar purpose. 

Mr Nicholls said: “These horses are an excel¬ 
lent land management tool. Not only do they con¬ 
trol scrub but their manure encourages a wide

range of insects. Initially the horses will need 
some looking after and we want to get local 
people involved with the care of the animals. 

“There is a local school nearby and we want 
to train the children to look after the horses. 
After a while however they should become self 
supporting. Part of the Wildwood Tmst’s core 
aims is to reintroduce these wild herbivores 
that maintain the land so effectively.”

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A trot through history 


THE history of the Konik horse - released this 
week onto a nature reserve in Sellindge - is a 
complicated one involving mad Nazi scientists 
and genetic flukes; and you can see them for 
yourselves on our free broadband website, 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk. 

Martyn Nicholls from the Wildwood Trust said: 
‘When the Tarpan became extinct it was noticed by 
Polish scientists that their dominant genetic strain 
was still coming through in the domestic herd. 

“The horses have a distinct mousey grey coat 
and zebra like stripes on their legs. They then 
embarked on a breeding programme to increase 
the number of the breed.” 


Nazi scientists stole many because they want¬ 
ed to create what they thought would be a pure 
Arian horse. Images of the horse featured promi¬ 
nently on their propaganda but the horses were 
eaten by the people of Berlin in the desperate 
conditions in the city at the end of the war. 

Fortunately, a few still remained in Poland and 
they are now used extensively across Europe for 
conservation projects. 

Earlier this year, we sent a camera crew to see 
the horses at South Swale nature reserve - the 
forerunner to the Sellindge project - and you can 
log-on and watch the footage for yourself at 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk.

Public need to 

have more say 

on eco-homes 


MORE public consultation is 
needed for a ground-breaking 
zero carbon home development 
proposal in Bybrook, a councillor 
has warned. 

Yourashford revealed the depth of feeling 
in the community to the controversial plans 
to build 19 new homes on land at Beecholme 
Drive last week. 

Residents - in particular, community group 
the Kennington Forum - say the land is a 
popular play area and should remain as 
such, while the council is set to hand the land 
to developers, claiming it was a rubbish 
dumping ground and an eye-sore. 

Cllr Michael Claughton, who represents 
neighbouring Bockhanger ward, said: “I 
raised the issue at full council because I 
was asked to, specifically by people at the 
Kennington Forum, who are by and large 
against the development.” 

The scheme has been put forward by 
the Hyde Housing Association and Ashford 
council. 

The design of the homes includes extensive 
use of solar energy and a biomass heating 
system to bring it to the highest level of zero 
carbon homes. It was dubbed ‘the Green 
Dream for Bybrook’.

The development is still subject to full 
council agreement, planning approval and a 
grant from the Housing Association, but if it 
does get the go-ahead, work could start next 
autumn and be complete by 2009. Plans were 
showcased at a recent public presentation. 

Mr Claughton said: “I hope we can further 
consult with people in the neighbourhood. 

Survey 

“Perhaps a door-to-door survey should be 
carried out because then you get a much bet¬ 
ter idea of what people actually think. 
Presentations tend to attract the people who 
are against the schemes. 

“All that is agreed at the moment is that 
the piece of land is going to be sold off.” 

Dean Spurrell, spokesman for Ashford 
council, said: “At the moment we are at the 
very early stages of the plans. I think there 
are concerns that this has already been 
decided on, but we have not reached that 
stage yet. 

“There is going to be a lot more consulta¬ 
tion before anything goes ahead, but at some 
point we would like to build an eco friendly 
development on that site.”

Robber used crowbar in

QUESTION & ANSWER 





i How long have you been connected with the area? 


A When I was bom, my parents owned this 
cafe so I have been connected to this place 
all my life. 

I have done different jobs but I have always 
had some connection with the cafe. I did work 
at Eastwell Manor for a while. As a child I 
would get on a stool and help with the wash¬ 
ing-up. 

My parents also used to own the Butcher’s 
Hotel in Ashford which was knocked down 
when the international station was built. I 
grew up in this business. My gran used to say 
to me, ‘use your head, save your legs, and 
always take a cloth with you’. 


Q 


I Can you tell us a bit about the history of the cafe? 


A This place also used to be a petrol station 
as well as a cafe until the M20 was built. 
Unfortunately, a lorry crashed into the pumps 
one day and after that Mobil didn’t want to put 
the pumps back but it has carried on as a cafe. 

It is called the Airport Cafe because over the 
road where there is now an industrial estate, 
there used to be Lympne Airport. When I was 
a child, it was still operating as an airport and 
Dan Air used to run flights to Paris from 
there. I remember we used to get the para¬ 
chute club coming into the cafe quite a lot. 
I would love to learn a bit more about the 
history of the airport. 


I What sort of customer do you get here? 


A We get all sorts. We recently added the 
extension at the front to give it more of a 
diner feel. But I think that it is important that 
a place retains its character. We don’t pretend 
to be something we are not. It’s important to 
know your core business. 

On race days we get busy from people going 
to Folkestone Racecourse. We get a lot of work¬ 
men coming in and also business men and 
people who are just having a day out. 

We produce a good variety of fresh food at a 
low price. I think places like this can offer 
something the big chains can’t. 

I’m fortunate to have a good team to help 
me. There are seven of us working here. At the 
end of the day you need a good team to help 
you. We get good feedback from the customers. 
It is important to know that people appreciate 
what you do. That is what keeps you going. We 
do try and look after people. 

A What do you think of Ashford? 


A I think people like genuine variety. If you 
look at towns in this country they are 
beginning to look all the same. Look at the 
new shopping centre being built in Ashford. It 
will have all the same shops such as Next and 
Caffe Nero but I am not sure that is what peo¬ 
ple really want. 

I think it is a great shame that we have lost 


the services from Eurostar. My husband and I 
also run a coffee business in the international 
station, called Grande Cafe. I think staff there 
at the moment are feeling a bit demoralised. 
Hopefully things will change in the future. 

I also believe small businesses don’t get 
enough support. It is getting harder and hard¬ 
er for smaller business to compete and I don’t 
think that is realised enough by the people in 
power. We actually provide a service that 
benefits the community, people can stop here 
and use the facilities. We are an asset to 
the village. 


Q 


Do you have any interests outside the business? 


A Because we were developing the coffee 
businesses we had to learn a lot about the 
coffee trade. We import our coffee directly from 
Italy. We had to learn all about the espresso 
machines. We go to Rome quite a lot in connec¬ 
tion with the business. It was my ambition to 
educate the British workmen about the bene¬ 
fits of real coffee. In Italy and Spain you see all 
the workmen having proper coffee in the 
mornings and I thought there is no reason 
why we can’t do that here.

Did you have any childhood heroes? 


A I admired beautiful women when I was a 
child like Sophia Loren and Lauren Bacall. 
They were the epitome of beauty to me.

The history of our Christmas traditions 


CHRISTMAS is most obviously a festival 
marking the birth of Jesus - but many of its 
traditions go way back before the first century 
AD. 

In ancient Babylon the feast of the Son of 
Isis was celebrated on December 25. Raucous 
partying, gluttonous eating and drinking, and 
gift-giving were traditions of this feast. 

In Rome, the winter solstice was celebrated 
many years before the birth of Christ. The 
Romans called their winter holiday 
Saturnalia, honoring Saturn, the God of 
Agriculture. 

In January, they observed the Kalends of 
January, which represented the triumph of life 
over death. This whole season was called the 
Birthday of the Unconquered Sun. 

“Christmas really does go way back,” said 
Wiccan practitioner and tarot card reader 
Suzanne Corbie, from Rochester. 

“There are many traditions that just carry 
over. Partying and merrymaking have been 
going on for centimes.” 

In northern Europe many traditions that we

now consider part of Christianity were begun 
long before the participants had ever heard of 
Jesus. 

The pagans of northern Europe celebrated 
their own winter solstice, known as Yule. Yule 
was symbolic of the pagan god Mithras, being 
bom and was observed on the shortest day of 
the year. 

As the Sun God grew and matured, the days 
became longer and warmer. It was customary 
to light a candle to encourage Mithras, and the 
sun, to reappear next year. 

Huge Yule logs were burned in honor of the 
sun. The word Yule itself means “wheel,” the 
wheel being a pagan symbol for the sun. 

Mistletoe was considered a sacred plant and 
the custom of kissing under the mistletoe 
began as a fertility ritual. Holly berries were 
thought to be a food of the gods. 

The tree is the one symbol that unites 
almost all the northern European winter sol-

stices. Live evergreen trees were often brought 
into homes during the harsh winters as a 
reminder to inhabitants that soon their crops 
would grow again. 

Evergreen boughs were sometimes carried 
as totems of good luck and were often present 


at weddings, representing fertility. 

The Dmids used the tree as a religious sym¬ 
bol, holding their sacred ceremonies while sur¬ 
rounding and worshipping huge trees. 

In recent years Christmas has become asso¬ 
ciated with stress in the form of family dis¬ 
putes and money worries. 

But that should not be the case according to 
Sarah Turner, from Ramsgate, who uses natu¬ 
ral flower oils to improve the mind and body. 

“It shouldn’t all be about stress,” she said. 
“People need to get into a frame of mind where 
they are relaxed and natural essences can 
help them do this.” 

Shelley Shiston runs a centre in 
Horsmonden which helps people to relax and 
find an inner peace. 

“I work with all sorts and just listen in the 
main,” she said. “I think that is what best 
helps people understand themselves. 

“Christmas should not be about pressure. It 
should be a time of year for people to enjoy the 
company of family and friends as the days 
gradually start to get longer.”

Suzanne Pearson 
of Leavers 
tobacconist in 
Middle Row talks 
about the store 
and views on the 
town. 

How long has the shop been here? 

A long time! We get a lot of older people who come 
in and say they are glad it is still here. Some say they 
used to come when they were children. This is the 
second time that I have worked here. When I 
worked here before it was owned by two brothers 
now it is owned by a couple. 

You still sell a lot of different pipes. Do they sell 
well? 

We are the last tobacconists in Kent to sell so many 
pipes. They are still popular. The other day a gentle¬ 
man bought nearly £200 worth. A cheap pipe will 
start at about £7 the more expensive ones are about 
£50. We also sell old fashioned boiled sweets. They 
are actually more popular with the adult customers 
than the children. 

What do you think of Ashford? 

Obviously, there is a lot of change happening to the 
town at the moment. I hope things will be better 
once it has settled down. I wish they had left the 
ring road as it was; we have noticed a drop in trade 
while all the work has been going on.

UNDER leaden skies, the 
Mediterranean might not be on its 
best behaviour but our cruise 
ship’s drinks waiter, the 
memorably named Attila from 
Hungary, is flat calm as ever and 
it’s service as normal. 

“It’s my pleasure to make you happy” he 
soothes, expertly dispensing two chilled 
glasses of champagne on the ever-so-slightly 
listing table. 

As the stiffening sea breeze rocks the boat off 
the north-west coast of Italy, Attila, whose 
shaved head and baby face give him a cherubic 
countenance, reveals what he really wants to 
do in life. “I’m a boxer,” he says. “That’s what 
I’m good at. One day I’ll go back to Hungary to 
box.” 

A startling disclosure and maybe the 
moment that brought it home to us that life on 
board this ship, SeaDream 2, is far removed 
from the mass market cruising boom. If you’ll 
forgive the boxing pun, it’s an upper cut above 
the rest. 

Its operators are determined to stand out 
from the pack in a rapidly growing sector of 
the holiday market. 

For a start there’s the size. SeaDream 1 and 
SeaDream 2 are two identical 4,300-ton 
vessels in a luxury fleet formed in 2001 by 
Norwegian entrepreneur Atle Brynestad and

his American colleague Larry Pimentel, and 
each carries a maximum of just 55 lucky 
couples, fussed over by 92 staff and crew. 

Like Attila, many staff are Hungarian. 
Collectively they deliver impeccable service 
with a smile, unhindered by any requirement 
to take payment or run a tab because on 
SeaDream ships all drinks (with the exception 
of vintage wines in the dining room) are 
inclusive, and there’s no tipping. 

Here you can be indulged wherever you 
please - by room service to your well- 
appointed stateroom (where guests will find a 
pair of personalised pyjamas which they can 


take away as a memento), at the popular Top 
Of The Yacht bar with its traditional wooden 
lines and bar stools, in the Main Saloon where 
guests usually gather before dinner, or at the 
Pool Bar next to the swimming pool. 

Other notable on-board facilities include a 
Thai spa, fitness centre, library, boutique and 
golf simulator (lots of fun). For the more 
adventurous, wave runners, kayaks and 
various inflatable “toys” are available from a 
special deck at the stem. 

SeaDream yachts sail scheduled, seven-day 
itineraries and spend May to October in the 
Med before crossing the Atlantic to spend the 
remainder of the year in the Caribbean. 

Travellers are warned that ports of call 
during these cruises are not necessarily cast in 
stone, with captains given the authority to 
adjust for “local opportunities”. 

In our case some unpredictably squally 
weather forced the skipper to give up on his 
first attempt to get into Portofino, a charming 
little resort on Italy’s Ligurian coast, and head 
south for the safe haven of Livorno, where 
excursions to Florence and Pisa were fixed at 
a moment’s notice. 

The following morning, when the wind had 
dropped and the sea had settled, SeaDream 2 
headed back northwards on what was to prove 
one of the highlights of the voyage, a slow pass 
along the “Cinque Terre” coast followed by a 
visit to Portofino. 

This is considered among the most beautiful 
and photogenic of Mediterranean ports, which 
has for decades attracted the rich and famous, 
and is where Rod Stewart married Penny 
Lancaster earlier this year.

Suffering for her art 
on prime-time telly

PATSY Kensit is frightfully apolo¬ 
getic when she turns up a mere 
five minutes after our allotted 
interview time. She’s fretting and 
insists that she hates to keep peo¬ 
ple waiting. 

It’s a sweet and genuine gesture, from a 
woman who is obviously acutely aware of how 
journalists are liable to blow any perceived 
sbght or act of diva behaviour out of proportion. 

But then she has every right to be cautious. 
After all, the interest in her personal life has 
always far outweighed what she did on-screen. 

Three-time pop star-divorcee, Hollywood 
actress, then, well, not much. If all you ever 
knew about her was what you read in the 
Nineties’ tabloids, you’d be forgiven for thinking 
that she was nothing more than a super-cool 
girl-about-town who would swan into the 
trendiest venues with her pop star husband two 
hours late, behind Versace sunglasses. 

Everything is different now. The star is 39, a 
single mum to two young boys and more 
importantly, a working actress, doing nine-to- 
five duty on Holby City as a nurse called Faye. 
She’s been there more than a year now after a 
career-redefining stint as villain Sadie King on 
Emmerdale, and it’s something of a homecom¬ 
ing. 

“I worked at the BBC constantly as a child,” 
she says in that throaty voice others, all public 
school sauce, as she motions around the studio- 
cum-office block in Elstree that houses the 
Holby set. “I did all the classics here, from the 
age of about nine to 16.1 would love to stay.”

wailing and crying. To actually be on the table, 
when they pulled the arrow out of my back 
and all the blood gushes... of course it’s not 
real, but my youngest son won’t be watching.” 

It’s clear that Patsy is revelling in her new 
role and enjoying working closer to home. She 
has previously said that one of the toughest 
things about being on Emmerdale was being 
away from her family - son James, whose 
father is Jim Kerr from Simple Minds, and 
youngest Lennon, the happy result of her mar¬ 
riage to Oasis’s Liam Gallagher. 

“My boys have got great relationships with 
their dads,” she reveals. “But like any single 
mum will tell you, it is a juggling act and getting 
a balance can sometimes be difficult. Some 
mornings you’re walking out the door and my 
youngest gets upset and you have to take that 
ten minutes to reassure him or whatever and 
then it’s Wacky Races trying to get to work.” 

Although family life is very much a pre-occu¬ 
pation these days, it’s good to see that the 
Party Patsy of yore still shows up from time to 
time. She was photographed just recently in a 
nightclub with boyfriend DJ Jeremy Healy, 
who she is now to marry, according to reports. 

Her rumoured engagement comes after 
years of tabloid reports about her romantic 
travails, including alleged hook-ups with 
Calum Best, Jean-Christophe Novelli and rap¬ 
per Killa Kela. 

It’s not surprising - even when donning an 
unflattering nurse’s uniform to clear up vomit 
on the ward, Patsy still emanates the sex 
appeal she showed in movies like Twenty One, 
Lethal Weapon 2 and Angels And Insects. 

Hopefully, she won’t have to replicate her on- 
camera duties at home this Christmas after 
an especially heavy turkey dinner.

In order to race, Reeves and team-mate 
Patrick Farrance will have to learn to race a 
new F2 machine, which is slower than their 
old FI bike. 

Despite a lack of sleep after jetting off to 
Spain immediately after attending the Sport 
Personality of the Year show in Birmingham, 
he managed to put in a number of laps on the 
new bike. 

At the end of the first day of testing, Reeves 
posted times just short of the Cartagena lap 
record. He said: “It’s a funny little thing com¬ 
pared to my usual outfit, but it doesn’t appear 
to be a lot slower. I soon settled to the different 
handling and felt quite at home on it. Of 
course Patrick has raced an F2 for years and 
immediately gelled with it.” 

It will be a busy season for the three-time 
world champion next season.

the pair are considering competing in the 
British F2 championship in addition to the 


British and FI series. 

The week-long Isle of Man TT event will 
begin on May 31.
